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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant believes that the examiner "fails to 
address the gist of the actual arguments". The examiner respectfully disagrees. Of course the filter of the combination made obvious 
would have to pass the fundamental. What the prior art like Horn recognizes is the problem with the prior art. That is a crystal oscillator 
is known to contain haramonics (Also see the middle of page 3 of the specification.). The examiner has made the rejection noting the 
fact that one of ordinary skill would have been motivated to provide a filter that passes the fundamental but filters out the harmonic 
component to correct for problems caused by the harmonic components. This is exactly what applicant does. Note the paragraph 
bridging pages 6 and 7 of the specification "the filter unit 13, removes or attenuates the frequency component other than the fundamental 
wave component" i.e. it filters out the haramonics. The center frequency fO is equal to the fundamental wave component f1 as recited 
around line 9 of page 9 of the specfication. Thus what the fitter of the above combination made obvious above does is it passes the 
fundamental and filters out the harmonic ,i.e. attenuates the harmonics and thus a fair and reasonable reading of the prior art would have 
"the crystal oscillator is passed through a filter equal to the oscillation frequency f in center frequency fO". This is a broad limitation that 
lis not specifically defined, but in light of the specification as noted above the prior art reads on or makes obvious this claimed invention. 
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
